Storm water permit compliance is a national priority
for EPA.

LDEQ is delegated by the EPA to implement the
National Pollutant Discharge Elimination System
(NPDES) permit program in Louisiana (LPDES).

EPA establishes commitments LDEQ must achieve
through the Priority Partnership Grant (PPG).

MS4 compliance reviews were added to LDEQ'’s
grant commitments in FY2019.

Although LDEQ issues permits, EPA R6 still
conducts audits of both Phase | and Phase Il
permitted MS4s in Louisiana.
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Phase Il MS4 Remand Rule

Basis of Rule: Environmental Defense Center, el al. v. EPA -
US 9th Circuit Court of Appeals partially remanded Phase Il
Storm Water regulations in 2003. The court found EPA failed
to:

Require permitting authority review of the Best
Management Practices (BMPs) to be used at a particular
MS4 to ensure the permittee reduces pollutants in storm

\(/vater)discharges to the Maximum Extent Practicable
MEP

Failed to provide adequate public notice and opportunity to
reguest a hearing

The court held that under the Phase Il rule, because the NOI
submitted by the MS4 contains the information describing
what the MS4 will do to reduce pollutants to the “maximum
extent practicable” (MEP), the NOI is the “functional
equivalent” of an individual permit application.

The Director may require the small
MS4 operator to submit additional information. If the Director makes a preliminarv decision to
authorize the small MS4 to discharge under the general permit. the Director must give the public
notice of and opportunity to comment and request a public hearing on its proposed authorization
and the NOI. the proposed additional terms and conditions. and the basis for these additional
requirements.
